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On August 26, 1900, the steamship Mortem was disinfected prior to 
departure for Porto Eican ports. Two immune certificates were issued 
to passengers and their baggage disinfected by steam. On August 28, 
1900, 1 immune and 2 nonimmune certificates were issued to passengers 
leaving on the steamship Santiago de Cuba for New York. On August 
31, 1900, 16 immune and 4 nonimmune certificates were issued to pas- 
sengers leaving on the steamship Saratoga for New York. 

The sanitary condition of the port remains fairly good. No case sus- 
picious of yellow fever has yet been reported. 

Manzanillo. — Acting Asst. Surg. R. de Socarras reports 3 deaths dur- 
ing the week, the causes being : Malarial fever, 1 ; tuberculosis, 1 ; 
heart disease, 1; total, 3; population, 14,464; mortality, 10.8. No 
other cases of smallpox have occurred. 

Guantanamo. — Acting Asst. Surg. Luis Espin reports a total of 7 
deaths during the week, the chief causes being the following : Malarial 
fever, 2; pneumonia, 2; other causes, 3; total, 7; population, 18,000; 
mortality, 20. 22. 

Daiquiri. — Acting Asst. Surg. Juan J. de Jongh reports no deaths.
